ra&iſes, and lided with them in their plots, deligns and con- 
Lenties) Bi:r let people now mark well and obſerve them, 
how they ſtand to their principles, and how they continue, 
whether conſtant or inconſtant; if conſtang without {hrinking 
or falling under in the time of trial, when perſecution cometh, 
then we (hall the rather conclude that their end hath been 
good, fimpleand honeſt, in theirgoing into chat profeſſion, for 
which they are willing to ſuffer, and in walking anſwerable to 
which they hope to be ſaved : Bur and if they fall by bowing, 
complying and condeſcending to that which they have foughr 
againſt, prayed againſt, and ſtrongly contended againſt, then 
they will appear to be unſtable and inconitant, and we may 
the rather conclude their end was not good, nor lingle before 
the Lord, in their aſpiring into profeſſion, if that they renounce 
it for fear of perſecution; and chis may be a Caradter for many 
whereby many ſhall be made manifeſt co the Nation.
